this year by C. E. Stewart, general 
manager of the Florida Citrus Ex- 
change, who has just recently com- 
pleted nn extended tour of the state. 
The normal crop is about 8,000,000 
bostes. There are said to have been 
about 10.000,000 boxes in last year's 
crop, but only about 8,000,000 boxes 
were actually shipped. 


The crop is rendered short because 


of the cold weather which killed the 
early bloom. In some sections, how- 
ever, the early bloom was largely sup- 
ul-meiited by June bloom 
and 
in 


places this was heavy. The nearest 
to normal crops are said to exist in 
Pmellas and Polk counties and some 
sections along the East Coast.

for Florida citrus fruits are forecasted

STATE AUTO LAW HAS NUMEROUS NEW PHASES 


As the time approaches for the put- 


:Ing into effect the new automobile 
law, automobile owners are beginning 
to show more than a passing interest 
In the workirig of the new "single 
tax" plan which was adopted. Tim 
new license law becomes operative 
January 1,1918, and promises to make 
automobiling just a little more cxpcn 
sive. 


The state's part of the tax, under 


he 1915 law, was 15 per cent. The 
new law provides that 15 per cent of 
he tax shall be used for the maiii- 
.enance of the state road department, 
and 85 per cent for state aid to roads 
and bridges. The. term "state aid" as 
applied to roads means those roads 
n the state aided financially by tin" 
government through their established 
state road departments. 


The new l"-w is an act to license 


and regulate the running of motor 
vehicles on the public highways and 
0 provide tor the registration there- 
of; to fix the amount of annual li- 
censes, the distribution of the fund 
hus created and the expenditure of 
t. Tho law Includes all motor driv- 
en vehicles operated over the public 
trc ts and highways of tho slate.

Upon payment of fee the comptroller 
shall assign a distinctive number, cer- 
tificate of registration and two num- 
ber plates. 
Duplicate numbers may 


l>o obtained upon filing au

and paying a fee of $1. 


The tax scale provided for in the 


law is as follow:-.:

State tax takes tho place of any
